SIBERIAN IRIS 


The Siberian Iris are tall, with slender stems and 
grasslike foliage. Of easy culture, they prefer 
moist soil, but will do well in any good garden soil, 
in full sun to light shade. Avoid using lime or 
bonemeal, as they do best in neutral to slightly acid 
soil. Their blooming season is around that of the 
late tall bearded (late May through June in this 
section). The Siberian Iris are beardless, with dif- 
ferent petal formation, greater substance, and are 
unsurpassed for cut flowers. Like the daylilies, 
once set the Siberians can be left alone for four or 
five years, increasing in beauty and number of 
flowers yearly, before division is necessary. 

A handful of peat moss or leaf mold around the 
root at time of setting is very beneficial in rapid 
re-establishment of plant.
